In the United States and Canada, the Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) is a corps of trained amateur 
radio operator volunteers organized to assist in public service and emergency communications. It is organized and 
sponsored by the American Radio Relay League and the Radio Amateurs of Canada. 

Communication failures have been a defining part of natural disasters and even some human-generated events 
such as the September 11 attacks that occurred in New York City in 2001. A lack of communication between 
firefighters at the World Trade Centre contributed directly to the deaths of 300 of those firefighters. Amateur radio 
provides a means of communication "when all else fails". 


ARES groups are generally organized by city or county and are made up of volunteers from the local area. The 
only requirements to join ARES are a willingness to serve and a valid amateur radio license.

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FO-29 Satellite Contact Claims Distance 
Record 


Dave Swanson, KGSCCI, of Little Rock, Arkansas, 
and Christophe Lucas, F4CQA, in Trouy, France, ap- 
pear to have set a new contact distance record on the 
FO-29 satellite. The contact occurred on August 27 at 
1732 UTC: 

“This was not a scheduled contact,” Swanson ex- 
plained. “I simply answered Christophe’s CQ. I knew 
it was a good contact at the time, but as I was portable 
up on Arkansas’ Shinall Mountain, I 
did not have the resources available 
to calculate distances.” 

Later he realized that the estimated 
distance between his location in 
EM34 and Lucas’s in JN17 exceeded 
7500 km (4650 miles). “About the 
same time, my e-mail chirped with a 
message from Christophe, who had 
come to the same conclusion,” 
Swanson said. After some quick exchanges, and veri- 
fying 10-digit locators, the two operators settled on an 
“official” distance of 7599.959 km (4712 miles). 

“To the best of our knowledge, referencing data found 
on AMSAT-UK’s website, this breaks the previous 
distance records of 7537.799 km between WSCBF 
and G4DOL, and 7538.685 km between K4FEG and 
DKITB,” he said. 


Swanson recorded the contact and posted it to 
YouTube.

QCWA Recognizes 105-Year-Old Radio 
Amateur’s 90 Years of Hamming 


The Quarter Century Wireless Association (QCWA) 
has honored 105-year-old Charlie Hellman, W2RP, 
of Hastings-on-Hudson, New York, for his 90 years 
in Amateur Radio. The QCWA’s announcement also 
served to flush out another active ham who, while | 
year older than Hellman, has not been licensed quite 
as long. On August 31 the QCWA presented a “90 
Year Continuous Licensed Certificate Award” (No 1) 
to Hellman, whom the organiza- 
tion at the time called “the oldest 
living Amateur Radio operator in 
the United States and possibly the 
world.” Hellman got his ham ticket 
in 1925, when he was 15 years old. 
He joined QCWA in 1975 and is a 
member of QCWA Chapter 181 in 
New York’s Hudson Valley. He 
gets on the air regularly. 

After QCWA posted its announcement on the 
QRZ.com news forum, however, Marcel Stieber, 
AI6MS, chimed in to point out that Hellman is not 
the oldest known ham. He said that Harry Wolf, 
WONKT, of Morro Bay, California, is 106, although 
licensed but since 1936. 

QCWA Webmaster Bob Roske, NOUF, stepped for- 
ward to renew Wolf’s lapsed QCWA membership 
and noted that since Wolf had been licensed for more 
than 75 years, QCWA would issue him a life mem- 
bership. And now it might also recognize his longev- 
ity as well. 

First licensed as W2AMK, Hellman was an educator. 
After working his way through the City College of 
New York, he taught physics on the secondary level. 
During World War II, Hellman was tapped by the 
Department of War to write a textbook for training 
radio operators, Elements of Radio. 

Two of Hellman's siblings also held ham tickets. His 
brother Robert, now deceased, was W2JAN. His 
brother Benjamin, 96, is W2VB. 

Also an educator, Wolf indicated on his QRZ.com 
profile that he once taught electronics at the college 
level and, after retiring in 1973, went to live in Hong 
Kong where he operated as VS6GF for 4 years be- 
fore returning to California. He said he’s on the air 
every day, mostly on 40 meter CW. 

Hellman’s certificate reads, “The Quarter Century 
Wireless Association presents this 90th Anniversary

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QCWA Continued ....Award to its Distinguished 
Member Charles “Charlie” Hellman, W2RP, to com- 
memorate Ninety Years of Service as a licensed Radio 
Amateur.” 

Hellman also received a congratulatory letter from 
QCWA President Ken Oelke, VE6AFO. “I would also 
like to say how proud I am that you have kept active 
for these many years, and to proudly celebrate what 
many will not be able to achieve in their entire life- 
time,” Oelke said, in part. “Congratulations to you on 
90 years as a licensed radio amateur, and may you en- 
joy many more in Amateur Radio!” 

QCWA came upon the information pertaining to Hell- 
man when Roske was updating member files and dis- 
covered that Charlie was still living in New York and 
appeared to be the oldest living QCWA member. In 
recognition, the QCWA Board of Directors promptly 
voted to award Hellman the 90 year certificate, a first 
for the organization. Now it may have the opportunity 
for a second. — Thanks to QCWA, Pete Varounis,

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Trio Launched to ISS Includes Two 
Radio Amateurs 

09/02/2015 
Two radio amateurs — European Space Agency 
(ESA) astronaut Andreas Mogensen, KGSGCZ, and 
Soyuz commander and cosmonaut Sergey Volkov, 
RU3DIS — plus cosmonaut Aidyn Aimbetov have 
headed into space bound for the International Space 
Station. They launched on September 2 from Baikonur 
cosmodrome in Aimbetov’s homeland of Kazakhstan. 
For Mogensen and Aimbetov — who replaced “space 
tourist” and British singer Sarah Brightman on the 
Soyuz flight — the launch marks the beginning of a 
10-day ESA “iriss” technology experiment mission. 
The space travelers now must orbit Earth 36 times be- 
fore they catch up with the ISS. The Soyuz will dock 
on September 4. Mogensen is the first Danish astro- 
naut to go into space. Volkov is a space veteran. This 
is also the first spaceflight for Aimbetov, the only Ka- 
zakstani cosmonaut. 
Among other projects, Mogensen is scheduled to be 
involved with the deployment from the ISS of two 
ESA CubeSats, both carrying Amateur Radio pay- 
loads, which originated in Denmark. A Japan Aero- 
space Exploration Agency (JAXA) H-II transport 
vehicle delivered GOMX-3 and AAUSAT-S to the ISS 
on August 19. 
Just 8 days after they arrive onboard the ISS, 
Mogensen and Aimbetov return to Earth in another 
Soyuz vehicle under the command of cosmonaut Gen- 
nady Padalka, RN3DT, who is returning to Earth after 
6 months aboard the ISS. Padalka hold the record for 
the most time in space. via ARRL news service
